COKPORATIONS. 

Up to the date of this report 36,230 corporations of all kinds have 
been organized under different acts of the legislature, principally 
however under the general incorporation act of 1872. 9,118 corpo- 
rations have been formed since I assumed the duties of office. 

The foregoing tables show an immense increase in receipts from 
corporations. This is accounted for from the fact that the last Gen- 
eral Assembly passed a law increasing the fees; said law is in the 
words and figures following: 
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'* Section 1. Be it enacted hy the People of the State of Illinois, represented 
^-n the General Assembly, That all companies and corporations hereafter orga- 
nized under the laws or the State of fllinois, shall pay to the Secretary of 
State, before there shall issue a certificate of incorporation to the same, fees 
s,s follows : All companies having a capital stock of $2,500 and under shall 
pay the sum of $30, and all companies having a capital stock of over ^,500 
a^nd not over $5,000 shall pay the sum of $S), ana all companies having a 
capital stock of over $5,000 shall pay in addition to the said sum of $50 the 
sum of $1 for each $1,000 of capital stock over $5,000. All companies at 
present organized and doin^ business under the laws of this State, 
that may hereafter increase their capital stock, shall pay as a fee, in addition 
to all other fees at present required by law, the sum or $1 for each $1,000 of 
increase of such capital stock: Provided, that this act shall not apply to cor- 
porations incorporated under the law providing for the incorporation of home- 
stead associations and building and loan associations, nor.to religious associa- 
tions, nor to corporations not for pecuniary profit. 

**? 2. It shall be unlawful for any company to dobusiness^ assuming to be 
incorporated under the laws of this State until the fees provided for m sec- 
tion one (1) of this act shall have l^een paid to the Secretary of State. 

**? 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed." 

The receipts from corporations under the operation of said law 
from October 1, 1895, to October 1, 1896, was $115,645.42. 

The effect of said law is to produdce a large revenue for the State 
and at the same time to prevent the ^incorporation of fraudulent con- 
cerns. Only bona fide concerns will now pay the fee and incor- 
porate. 

Exceptions have been taken by some corporations to my construc- 
tion of the fee law above quoted. 

The Columbia Construction Company, of Chicago, 111., a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of this State, increased their capital 
3tock from $2,000,000.00 to $5,000,000.00, and forwarded certificate of 
increase to this oflice for filing, and tendered the former fee of 
$1.00 

I refused to file the certificate, holding that, under the law, a fee of 
$1.00 for each $1,000.00 of increase was due. 

Said corporation refused to pay the fee and brought mandamus 
proceedings in the Supreme Court to compel me to file said certificate 
at the old fee. 

The Supreme Court, at its January term, held at Springfield, 111., 
decided the case, sustaining my position. 

The following is the decision of the Court, in full: 

ORIGINAL PETITION FOR MANDAMUS. 

Patton, Hamilton & Patton, for petitioner. 

Palmer, Shutt, Drennan & Lester and 0. P. Thompson, for defendant. 

Mr. Justice Phillips delivered the opinion of the Court: 

This is an original proceedine* in this court by the relator, for a mandamus, 
directed to the defendant, as Secretary of State, to compel him to file a cer^ 
tificate of increase of the capital stock of the relator. 
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It appears from the petition, the relator was a corporation organized under 
the laws of this State, with a capital stock of $2,000,000.00, prior to the first 
day of July, 1895, with its principjal office in the city of Chicago. On or about 
the 15th day of July, 1895, a special meeting of the stockholders of that cor- 
poration was held at its principal office to submit the question of increasing" 
its capital stock to $5,000,000.00, and, that proposition oein^ submitteclj by & 
vote of its stockholders the increased capitalization was carried, and affidavit 
and certificate, in pursuance of law, maae and presented to the defendant, the 
Secretary of State, and there was tendered therewith the sum of $1.00 and de- 
mand made that such certificate, under the corporate seal, increasing the cap- 
ital stock of that corporation from $2,000,000.00 to $5,000,000.00, should be filed. 
The defendant stated the legal fee was $3,001.00, and demanded payment of 
the same before filing the certificate. This the relator refused, and presents 
this petition for mandamus to compel the filing of the certificate, etc. The 
defendant interposed a demurrer. 

The offer of the relator to pay $1.00 at the time of tendering the certificate, 
was in accordance with the law as it stood prior to July 1, 1895. By an act 
entitled **An act regarding fees for the incorporation and the increase of cap- 
ital stock of companies and corporations in this State," approved June 15, 
1895, it is provided: 

**Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented 
in the General Assembly, ttat all companies and corporations hereafter or- 

fanized under the laws of the State of Illinois, shall pay to the Secretary of 
tate before there shall issue a certificate of incorporation to the same, fees as 
follows: All companies having a capital stock of $2,500.00 and under snail pay 
the sum of $30.00; and all companies having a capital stock of over $2,500.00 
and not over $5,000.00, shall pay the sum of $50.00; and all companies having 
a capital stock of over $5,000.00 shall pay in addition to the said sum of $50.00 
the sum of $1.00 for each $1,000.00 of capital stock over $5,000.00. All com- 
panies at present organized and doing business under the laws of this State, 
that may hereafter increase their capital stock, shall pay as a fee, in addition to 
all other fees at present required by law, the sum of $1.00 for each $1,000.00 of 
increase of such capital stock: Provided, that this act shall not apply to corpo- 
rations incorporated under the law providing for the incorporation of home- 
stead associations and building and loan associations, nor to religious associa- 
tions, nor to corporations not lor pecuniary profit. 

**Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any company to do business, assuming^ 
to be incorporated under the laws of this State, utitil the fees provided for in 
section one (1) of this act shall have been paid to the Secretary of the 
State." 

By the third section all inconsistent acts are repealed. 

The contention of the relator is, that under the provisions of this act any 
corporation existing at the time the act went into effect, desiring to increase 
its capital stock, was compelled to pay one dollar for each $1,000 of increase, 
whilst companies organized since the passage of . the act were compelled to 
pay only one dollar for an increase of capital stock, regardless of the amount 
of the increase, and it is insisted such legislation, whether applied to corpora- 
tions or persons, would be class legislation, not uniform, and therefore un- 
constitutional and void. We hold this is a misconception of the effect of the 
act. From the title of the act it is apparent the purpose was to derive a 
revenue by requiring certain fees to be paid by corporations on becoming in- 
corporated, and also certain fees for an increase of capital stock. In con- 
struins: an act it is a principle of interpretation that the object must be borne 
in mind, and language susceptible of more than one construction should re- 
ceive that which will effect its purpose rather than defeat it. (Anderson v. 
Chicago, Burlinffton & Quincy Railroad Co., 117 111., 26.) A presumption is 
always indulged in favor oi the constitutionality of an act, and that 
zonstruction will be adopted which will sustain the act where the lan- 
guage used will permit such interpretation. (Newland v. Marsh, 19 Ill.j 376.) 
In construction words may be restricted or enlarged, according to the intent 
with which they were used, and their meaning as used may be gathered from 
the purpose of the enactment. (Castner v. Walrod, 83 111., 171; Cruse v. 
Aden, 127 id., 231.) And when necessary, that which is implied as well as 
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that which is expressed may be held to be included within a statute. (Pot- 
ter's Dwarris, 145.) This act provides that all companies or corporations 
hereafter organized under the laws of this State shall pay to the Secretary 
of State, before there shall issue a certificate of incoi*poration to them, cer- 
tain prescribed fees. This portion of the act has reference to the collection 
of fees from incorporations thereafter effected. The act then provides that 
**all companies at present organized and doin^ business under the laws of 
this State, that may hereafter increase their capital stocky shall pay as a fee," 
etc. The inquiry presents the question as to the meamng of the term **at 
present organizea." 

In Holdom v. A. 0. U. W., 159 111., 619, we quote the following with ap- 
proval (p. 626) : '* Knowledge of the settled' maxims and principles of statu- 
tory interpretation is imputed to the legislature. To the end that there may 
be certainty and uniformity in legal administration, it must be assumed that 
statutes are enacted with a view to their interpretation according to such 
maxims and principles. When they are regarded the legislative intent is 
ascertained." 

The legislature of this State, bv the provisions of chapter 131 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, declared certain rules for the construction of statutes then in 
force or that might be thereafter enacted, and by the first and second subdivis- 
ions of section 1 of that chapter it is provided: ** First, all general provisions, 
terms, phrases and expressions shall be liberally construed, in order that the 
true intent and meaning of the legislature may be carried out; second, 
words in the present tense include the future." The legislature having de- 
clared these among other rules of construction of statutes, in the enactment 
of the law now under discussion, must be considered as having used the lan- 
guage contained therein with knowledge of the principles of statutory con- 
struction and interpretation as adopted by the courts and declared by legisla- 
tion. The term **at present organized" tney used as inclusive of present and 
future organized incorporations. By this declared method of construction 
the interpretation must be the same as if the language used had been *'all 
companies at present organized and doing business under the laws of this 
State or that may be organized in the future, that may hereafter increase 
their capital stock, shall pay," etc. This construction necessarily results 
from the provisions of this act considered in connection with the provisions 
of chapter 131, no distinction being made between corporations at present 
organized or that may be organized in the future. The same fees for in- 
crease of capital stock would, by this act, be required from each. The con- 
tention of the relator is in direct conflict with the necessary and reasonable 
construction. 

The demurrer is sustained. The writ is denied. 

Writ denied. 

The Chicago Gras Trust also brought mandamus proceedings in 
the Supreme Court to compel me to file articles of consolidation con- 
solidating the different companies comi^osing the trust. 

I refused to file the articles, holding that under the law only two 
corporations could consolidate. 

This case is now pending. 

The last General Assembly passed a law enabling corporations to 
voluntarily dissolve. 

Quite a number of corporations, not in active business, have 
availed themselves of the provisions of said law, dissolved and sur- 
rendered their charter. 

The anti-trust laws have been fully observed and aflSdavits sent to 
all corporations organized under the laws of this State and corpora- 
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tions doing business in this State, as far as obtainable, each year, as 
provided by law. 

Reports have also been made to the Attorney General of all cor- 
porations that failed to file the required affidavit.

INDEX DEPARTMENT. 

The adjournment of the Thirty-Ninth General Assembly left the 
Index Department with the usual work of preparing and comparing 
for the public printer copies of the laws enacted at that session, 
editing, superintending the printing of and preparing headnotes and 
an index for the printed volumes of the session laws, together with a 
table of contents, indexing and placing on the permanent files of the 
Department of State, as of record, the enrolled and engrossed laws^ 
supervising the copying for the public printer of the journals of the 
Senate and House, and comparing the same with the original when 
so copied, superintending the printing of and making indices for 
these journals, and the classifying and filing away among the 
archives of the State the bills, resolutions and other papers and 
documents delivered to the department, as required by law, by the 
clerks of the Senate and House. 

This was in addition to the routine work of making certified copies 
of the records as required from time to time, of receiving and classi- 
fying at the end of each month the records that had accumulated in 
the Executive Department, and of conducting a multitudinous cor- 
respondence upon subjects that not only fall within the jurisdiction 
of this department, but that do not seem to lie properly within the 
scope of the duties of other departments. 

The Index Department also has charge of the administration of 
the election laws, of compiling and publishing the election returns^ 
of preparing the canvass of the votes and of entering upon the 
records of the Department of State the results of the election, and 
during the last two years an unusual number of special elections^ 
together with the still apparent novelty of the act of June 22, 1891, 
known as the Ballot Act, has added to the responsibility of this 
work. 

In the last biennial report of this department attention was called 
to the condition of the State records of cities, villages and towns, 
then in an incomplete and chaotic condition. The act of 1872 under 
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which municipal corporations were incorporated, had not been prop- 
erly complied with in a multitude of cases there referred to, and 
even in those cases where an attempt to^ observe the law had been 
made, it was often productive of no good results, owing to the double 
construction of which the section under which transcripts of records 
in the matter of such incorporations was capable. In that report it 
was suggested that no remedy could be had until the law was 
amended, and it was recommended that section 13, of article 1, of the 
act be amended, so as expressly to fix the time in which the tran- 
script of record in the matter of th^ organization of a city or village 
under the said law is to be filed in this office, and that it be made 
obligatory upon the authorities of such cities or villages to have en- 
dorsed upon such exemplifications the certificate of the recorder of 
the county in which such city or village is located showing that a 
copy of the said record duly certified had been with him filed and by 
him recorded within the time prescribed by law. 

Accordingly a bill was prepared by the Index Department and by 
Mr. Shanahan introduced in the House of Representatives of the 
39th General Assembly. It was passed by both houses and receiv- 
ing the approval of the Governor on June 7, 1895, became, on July 
1, 1895, a law. This act amended section 13 of the act of 1872 by 
compelling municipalities organized under that law to file a tran- 
script of record with the recorder of the county in which such 
municipality is situated within three months after its organization, 
and directs the recorder to indorse thereon his certificate of such 
recordation and then to transmit it immediately to the Secretary of 
State, who was thereupon required, if the record appeared to be in 
due form, to charter the municipality. 

Tliis statute was found to remedy the evil which had theretofore 
existed, by preventing the intolerable delay in reporting to the Sec- 
retary of State the municipalities which he was expected to recog- 
nize, and definitely pointing out when transcripts were presented to 
him, his duties in the premises. The records have been largely 
cleared up, and to-day are to be found in a convenient and readily 
accessable form, the names and dates of organization of those cities, 
towns and villages incorporated by special acts prior to the new con- 
stitution of 1870 having been entered in one book, and those organ- 
ized since, under the general act of 1872, in another. Of the 148 
villages which, although there was no record evidence of their due 
incorporation under the law, were nevertheless presuming to exercise 
corporate powers, and which were reported in the last biennial re- 
port, 39 have since complied with the law, so far as they may now do 
without beginning incorporation proceedings de novo, leaving the 
following villages reported by the county clerks of the counties in 
which they are located as being in existence, unrecognized by this 
department as duly incorporated under the law, owing to their fail- 
ure to comply with the section of the general act heretofore so fre- 
quently referred to:

It is again respectfully recommended that increased appropria- 
tions be made by the legislature for the publication and distribu- 
tion of public documents. The requests for copies of the laws are 
continually multiplying, and can be complied with only by prepar- 
ing certified copies of the enrolled acts, the expense attached to 
which is such that many do not feel justified in sustaining it. The 
laws relating to fish and game, drainage, corporations, roads and 
bridges, and numerous other subjects, are incessantly called for, and, 
with satisfaction to a large portion of our citizens, continually could 
be utilized, while there seems to be no valid reason why the State 
should not be prepared to supply any one desiring to examine the 
letter of the law with copies of any and all the acts of its legislature. 

ILLINOIS STATE LIBRARY. 

The whole number of volumes added to the Illinois State Library, 
since issuance of last biennial report, is 2,107. 

Of these, 541 volumes are government publications, and 769 vol- 
umes are documents received from other states on the system of 
fitate exchange.

Through the kindness and courtesy of Hon. William M. Springer 
and Hon. James A. Connelly, members of Congress, the State Li- 
brary has been made a Congressional Depository, thus making it 
possible to secure the government documents that are needed in the- 
State Library for reference directly frcjm the superintendent at 
Washington. 

The shelf room is becoming scarce and crowded, this is especially^ 
true of the reference department. 

The card catalogue is complete up to date, and a number of sets of 
bound periodicals have been filled by purchasing the back numbers. 

Numbers of students now come from other points in the State to 
consult the reference department, and the reading-room records show 
an increase of fifty per cent, in the patronage of the library in the 
last two years. 

MILITAEY TITLE. 

One of the valuable additions made to the State Library during 
the past year is the original order of Count Laussat, Colonial Secre- 
tary of France, to General DeLassus, to deliver the territory of 
Louisiana and Illinois to Captain Amos Stoddard of the United 
States Artillery, being in fact the military title to the territory- 
named.

which had been received and filed for the various State contracts^ 
and to make awards therefor, as follows:

Rule and figure work, 43| cents; plain, 1 cent; press work, per one 
hundred impressions, 1 cent. 
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Third Class: Awarded to Talbott & Hamann. For printings 
stitching, ruling, indexing and binding election registers, 2^ cents- 
each. 

Fourth Class: Awarded to Phillips Bros. Plain, 1 cent; press- 
work, per one hundred impressions, 2 cents ; ruling, per one hundred 
sheets, each line, etc., 10 cents; padding, per pad, 2 cents. 

BINDING. 

There were five bids received for doing the State binding, which 
were filed by the following named persons: Phillips Bros., Enoch 
Paine, H. W. Rokker, E. F. Hartman & Co., and Buckhardt, Holz- 
worth & Lauer. 

The contract was awarded to H. W. Rokker, he being the lowest 
bidder in the aggregate, at the following prices: 

First class — Per volume, irrespective of the number of pages there- 
in, 10 cents. ' 

Second class — Per volume, irrespective of the number of pagea 
therein, 10 cents. 

Third class — Per volume, irrespective of the number of pages there- 
in, 6 cents. 

Fourth class — Per one hundred pages, aggregate count, 2 cents. 

Fifth class — Plain blank books, extra Russia bands, $6; plain Russia 
bands, $1 ; three-quarters binding, $1 ; half binding, $1 ; quarter size, 
check book style, 10 cents ; quarter size, half binding, 75 cents; quarter 
size, full morocco, 10 cents. 

Blank books, printing headings and binding, extra Russia bands,

PAVING AND SIDEWALK. 

The 39th General Assembly made an appropriation of $8,000 for 
paving one-half the streets surrounding the State House and Execu- 
tive Mansion and also for the construction of a sidewalk along Charles 
street on the south side of the State House grounds, the paving to be 
done on condition the City of Springfield paved the remaining half 
of the streets named. 

The provisions of the act were complied with. I advertised for 
bids for the work and J. F. Bretz & Sons, the lowest bidders, were 
awarded the contract for the paving at $1.06 per square yard, while 
— B 
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J. W. Vance was awarded the contract for the sidewalk at 14 9-10 
cents per square foot and for the curbing at 30 cents per running 
foot. 

The City of Springfield working simultaneously with the State 
contractor, the work was completed in a workmanlike manner. The 
cost to the State was a little less than the appropriation, the balance, 
$58.71, lapsing into the State Treasury. A detailed statement of the 
money expended will be found under the proper heading in this re- 
port. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Several of the appropriations under the control of this department 
have become nearly exhausted and emergency appropriations to carry 
on the State work till the end of the fiscal year will be necessary. 

The appropriation for binding is almost exhausted. The amount 
appropriated by the last legislature was two thousand dollars per 
year less than in former years, while the increase of expenditures 
caused by the creation of new departments, the necessity for rebind- 
ing many old books, and the increase in the number of reports ordered 
by the Board of Contracts, has reduced the balance in this appropria- 
tion to almost nothing. 

For the same reasons the appropriation for printing paper and 
stationery has been reduced very much. 

The appropriations for lighting, heating and the general care of 
the Capitol Building are also' low. The necessity for wiring the 
building for electricity, as mentioned in another part of this report, 
and the large amount expended for necessary repairs has left but a 
small balance to the credit of these funds. The amount appropriated 
for the care and custody of the State House and grounds is much too 
small and it is a constant struggle with the means at his command 
for the Secretary to keep the State property in a respectable condi- 
tion. 

THE GROUNDS. 

A great deal of work has been done on the Capitol grounds during 
the last two years. Several hundred loads of fertile earth have been 
placed in the spots where the soil was bad, the sod being first re- 
moved and then placed on top of the new earth. Additional trees 
have beed planted to take the place of those that had died, while a 
row of trees along the street line around the entire grounds have been 
planted, 

The stone walks surrounding the grounds are in bad condition and 
I would recommend an appropriation for removing them and replac- 
ing them with new flagging or with cement. 

CHANGE OFiOFFICES. 

Several changes of the offices have been made during the past two 
years. These changes were made necessary by the organization of 
new departments under acta of tb€> General Assembly. 
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The 38th General Assembly in creating a State department of in- 
surance directed the Secretary of State to provide such department 
with suitable rooms. The departmedt was temporarily located in 
rooms on the first floor belonging to the Treasury department and 
aii attempt was made to have the Agricultural Museum on the sec- 
ond floor removed to the State Fair Grounds in order to make a 
place for the Insurance department. This attempt having failed the 
large room occupied by the State Museum of Natural History on the 
first floor was assigned to the Insurance department, while the Mus- 
eum was transferred to the third floor, to the room known as the 
Art Gallery supplemented by three other rooms adjoining. The 
small room used by the Museum was assigned to the Printer Expert 
while the room heretofore occupied by the Printer Expert was*^ as- 
signed to the State Board of Arbitration, a department created by 
the 39th General Assembly. 

LIGHTING. 

In my former report, I recommended an appropriation for the 
purchase of an incandescent electric plant for the purpose of light- 
ing the building. The legislature failed to make this appropriation 
and a serious problem was then presented. The gas pipes in the 
building, through long use and many changes, had become full of 
leaks, and a thorough examination showed that it would be neces- 
sary to replace them entirely if gas was to be continued as the illum- 
inating agent. In some of the offices the leaks had become so bad 
as to not only produce a serious loss in gas but to render the atmos- 
phere unbearable and dangerous. I finally determined to introduce 
electricity in place of gas for illuminating purposes and made a con- 
tract for the complete wiring of the building. The contract was 
made with the firm of McCoskey & Holcomb for openings for fif- 
teen hundred, sixteen-candle-power lamps complete, Edison system, 
104 volts at lamps, underwriters general requirements. The work 
when completed, cost $5,165.00. 

This was paid for out of different funds available under the law 
for such a purpose. 

While this expenditure has cut some of the appropriations quite 
low, yet it is a permanent improvement, and was, under the circum- 
stances, a necessary one. 

Power is furnished by the Capital Electric Company of Spring- 
field, Illinois at a fixed rate of $200 per month. A large part of the 
work is concealed, but on account of the character of the structure, 
it was not practical, nor was it within the limits of the money at my 
disposal to conceal all wires. The open work does not mar the ap- 
pearance of the building and it is the safest construction by far. 
The insulation is of the best, being a seamless rubber insulation with 
a protecting cover, laid on porcelain or in hard wood moulding. All 
joints are soldered, covered with a rubber tape, Edison sockets, Edi- 
son base, key, keyless and wall are used throughout. Chandeliers 
and wall lights are either controlled by a switch or a push pendant 
switch where they are out of reach. 



In the offices there are side lights or extensions over all desks. 
The chandeliers were wired to support the incandesent light without 
affecting their usefulness for gas lighting forming combination fix- 
tures at a small expense. The line is supplied with suitable cut-outs, 
"main" and "branch," at proper distances, "current" is supplied from 
the "plant" by two lines, one coming in at boiler house from Monroe 
street, and the other over House of Representatives coming from 
Charles street. There is a total of eleven "main" circuits, one circuit 
is supplied from "transformer" over House of Representatives, one 
from "transformer" over Senate, one from "transformer" over 
State library, one from "transformer" over geological museum, one 
from two "transformers" in south elevator shaft, one from four "trans- 
formers" in the north elevator shaft, one from "transformer" in freight 
elevator shaft, one from "transformer" in basement under dome, one 
from two "transformers" in' basement under south stairs, one from 
two "transformers" in basement under north stairs, and one from 
"transformer" on pole on Monroe street in front of boiler house. 
There is a total of seventeen "transformers" ranging in capacity from 
thirty-five to ninety sixteen-candle^power lamps. There are in use forty 
thirty-two-candle-power incandescent lamps, all others being sixteen 
candle-power. All drop lights are taken from "K. W." ceiling roset 
cut-oiits. "Transformers" are the property and are kept in repair by 
the firm supplying the power. 

Building and "transformers" are protected - by safety "primary 
fuse" bpxes, both inside and outside. "Primary" circuits are placed 
so as to be out of the way and reach of the general public, as they 
are danjacerous, being charged with the current of twenty-two fifty 
volts. There is a very small percentage loss from "grounds" or 
"drop" in building. In the warm months small fan motors are sup- 
plied with power from line for ventilation. The work and material 
in all respects for all practical purposes is perfect in every detail. 

The electric service has given perfect satisfaction in all of the 
offices of the building, while the cost per year to the State for light- 
ing has been reduced about thirty per cent. I would recommend an 
appropriation for the purchase of an engine and dynamos to furnish 
power for this lighting. 



DONATIONS. 



OLD SALEM. 

Miss Kate P. Degge, of St. Louis, Mo., presented the State with a 
large picture drawn by herself, being a faithful representation of the 
Mill at Old Salem, Menard County, at one time the home of Abraham 
Lincoln. The picture was accepted and hangs above the grand 
stairway leading from the second to the third floor of the State 
House. 



STATUTE OF ILLIN0I8. 

The Illinois Woman's Board of the Columbian Exposition pre- 
sented the State with a bronze statute, called "Illinois," which was 
placed in the rotunda of the State House on the first floor. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

The 39th General Assembly made an appropriation of $6,000 for 
the construction of stand-pipes and other necessary apparatus for the 
protection of the Capitol Building from fire. A plan was made and 
estimates of the cost obtained, but the condition of the State Treas- 
ury has made it necessary to defer closing the contract, so that the 
appropriation minus a small sum paid out for expenses in getting 
estimates and plans, remains intact.
